Philbrkk  Explores  Work 
With  Communist  Group 


i “One  of  the  greatest  challenges 
we  as  Latter-Day  Saints  face  today 
is  how  to  develop  and  increase 
spirituality,”  Elder  A.  Theodore 
Tuttle  of  the  First  Council  of  Seven- 
ty said  at  Devotional  Assembly 
Tuesday. 

This  is  the  purpose  of  life,  to 
overcome  the  physical  and  tem- 
poral with  the  spiritual.  To  in- 
crease spirituality  is  the  purpose 
of  this  university  and  slwuld  be  thi 
aim  of  every  teacher,  he  said. 

I Elder  Tuttle  presented  four  ma- 
jor ways  to  increase  spirituality: 
i • Pray  at  any  time.  Have  fam- 
ily prayer  with  your  roommates 
morning  and  evening,  pray  in  se- 


cret telling  the  Lord  what  is  in 
ycur  heart.  “You  haven’t  used  all 
your  s'rength  unless  you’ve  asked 
your  Father  for  help,”  he  said. 

• Read  the  scriptures  at  least 
15  minutes  daily.  Especially  read 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  and  Pearl  of  Great 
Price,  and  not  just  commentaries 
on  them.  “The  world  doesn’t  have 
them.  We  have  them.  Read  them,” 
he  said. 

• Listen  to  the  prophets  today. 

• Keep  the  commandmwits.  Evil 
seeks  you  out  without  effort  on 
your  part,  but  you  must  seek  out 
truth  and  wi?dom  tlu’ough  your 
own  efforts,  he  said. 


The  Communist  wolf  in  sheep’s 
clothing  may  growl  softly  or  not  at 
all— but  he  is  still  a wolf.  This,  in 
effect,  was  Herbert  Philbrick’s 
message  at  Tuesday  Inquiry  Week 
I lecture. 

Mr.  Philbrick  actually  joined  the 
Party  as  a counter-spy  for  the  FBI. 
I After  seven  years  of  hard  work 
with  party  members,  Philbrick  was 
’ accepted  into  the  group  as  a Pra-4. 
a professional,  hard-core,  disci- 
plined revolutionist.  In  addition. 
Philbrick  testified  for  t+»e  govern- 
ment against  members  of  a Soviet 
espionage  ring. 

I The  Communists  are  so  success- 
ful at  duping  the  people,  said  Phil- 
brick. because  they  are  so  subtle 
I and  because  they  choose  cmly  a 
select  few  (about  5%  of  potential 
members)  to  join  the  Party.  The 
Party  chooses  only  a few  respect- 
ed, intelligent,  and  loyal  people  to 
work  for  it.  Such  people  are  well 
dressed  and  wdl  educated,  so  as 
to  be  influential  with  contacts. 

The  motives  for  such  Communist 
fronts  as  the  Cambridge  Youth 


Group  is  to  literally  take  over  the 
world.  The  front  groups  main  func- 
tion is  to  recruit  these  few  elect 
people  in  an  effort  to  spread  Com- 
munistic attitudes  and  eventual 
takeover.  Mr.  Philbrick  quoted  a 
Party  associate  of  his  as  saying. 
•All  we  need  is  one  member  in  the 
right  place  at  the  right  time.” 

“We  have  been  losing  this  war,” 
said  Philbrick  concerning  Com- 
munist infiltratiOTi,  “and  we’re  still 
losing  it  today.”  They  “do  intend 
and  expect  to  conquer  the  world. 
Many  people  don’t  believe  this. 
President  Johnson  doesn’t  believe 
it,  but  this  is  a very  real  goal  of 
•the  Communists,”  he  said. 

I However,  we  can  be  combatants 
;in  this  war.  “If  we  are  going  to 
turn  the  tide,”  said  Philbrick,  “we 
must  have  more  accurate  knowl- 
edge about  what  the  C])ommunists 
are  going  to  do.  Do  your  homework 
'and  become  well  educated.”  After 
j all.  he  said,  a main  problem  is  that 
‘they  are  outsmarting  us  all  over 
the  world.”

Spring  is  in  the  air  and  every 
woman’s  heart  turns  to  Spring 
Cleaning  . . . that  is  if  she  is  one 
of  the  more  than  1600  coeds  who 
lives  in  Heritage  Halls. 

Wednesday  the  girls  in  Heri- 
tage will  be  subjected  to  what  is 
known  as  a White  Glove  House- 
check.  Not  only  will  the  floors, 
stoves,  refrigerators,  bathroom, 
cupboards,  etc.  be  thoroughly 
checked,  but  also  the  storage 
areas  and  the  closets.  Closets 
were  once  thought  to  be  rather 
private  areas. 

If  this  were  not  enough,  the 
outside  area  of  the  halls— the  gar- 
bage areas,  wash  rooms,  etc. 
must  be  cleaned— by  the  girls— 
very  thoroughly. 

We  do  not  strongly  object  to 
having  to  keep  our  halls  clean, 
but  several  matters  here  are  ob- 
jectionable. 

First  our  head  residents  argued 
that  this  was  EJaster  Week-end, 
many  students  would  be  leaving, 
secondly  and  more  important— 
this  house  check  falls  right  in  the 
middle  of  mid-term  week. 

While  we  realize  that  General 
Conference  brings  visitors  to  our 
campus  we  believe  that  our  par- 
ents would  be  far  more  impress- 
ed with  decent  grades  and  healthy 
children  . . . (those  who  get 
enough  sleep  are  notoriously 
more  healthy  than  those  who 
don’t). 

We  look  upon  this  check  as  a 
rather  pressing  imposition  at  this 
time.  We  pay  our  rent  there  and 
are  subject  to  a check  by  our 
head  resident  weekly.  We  firmly 
believe  that  this  check  by  Main- 
tenance is  poorly  planned  and 
unnecessary. 

It  Is  no  wonder  that  so  many 
coeds  prefer  to  move  off  campus.

LBJ  Hopeful  Of  Peace  Bid 


Philbrick  Hits 
Fallacies  Of 
Communism 

What’s  the  main  fallacy  in  com- 
munist doctrine? 

The  belief  that  man  is  deter- [ 
mined  by  his  environment  and  that 

I 

God  is  dead.  i 

These  were  the  views  of  Herbert  ^ 
Philbrick,  former  counterspy  for 
the  FBI,  during  a sample  com- 
munist indoctrination  lecture  pre- 
sented yesterday.  Philbrick  gave 
the  communist  views  and  then  re- 
futed them. 

In  addition  to  showing  how  com- 
munists work  to  improve  the  image 
of  the  party,  he  fielded  several 
questions  ranging  from  his  views 
on  the  recently-passed  consular 
Treaty  between  the  U.S.  and  Rus- 
sia and  his  thoughts  on  what  should 
be  done  about  Cuba  and  other 
communist-dominated  countries. 

In  regards  to  the  treaty:  “I  don’t 
know  why  we  bought  it,  but  Coo- 
gress  must  have  had  some  reason 
for  passing  it.  I can’t  see  that  it’ll 
be  a help.  It  will  expand  the  Com- 
munist spy  organization  here.” 

What  about  Cuba?  "We  should 
support  freedom  fighters  and  re- 
fuse to  interfere  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  other  countries.  We 
should  demand  that  Russia  do  the 
same.  We  are  currently  blockading 
the  Florida  coast,  not  Cuba.”  He 
added  that  this  would  not  mean 
getting  into  a hot  war,  but  “just 
fighting  the  cold  war,  which  we  are 
not.” 

Philbrick  pointed  out  that  Com- 
munists tailor  their  propaganda  to 
the  group  they  plan  to  influence. 
A great  deal  of  research  goes  into 
each  front  organization  formed, 
said  Philbrick. 

A (ilommunist  doesn’t  try  to  con- 
vert anyone  to  Marxism,  but  just 
to  bring  people  “one  step  closer” 
to  the  party  line. 

According  to  Philbrick,  the  great- 
est refutation  of  communism  is 
the  Berlin  Wall,  a “wall  of  death.” 
He  further  asserted  that,  “Com- 
munism isn’t  evolutionary,  but  de- 
volutionary, throwing  civilizatiwi 
back  a thousand  years.” 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-President 
Johnson  expressed  hope  Tuesday 
that  North  Vietnam  still  might  ac- 
cept the  United  Nations’  latest 
peace  prc^sals,  but  Secretary  of 
State  Dean  Rusk  said  there  was  no 
public  or  private  evidence  that  it 
would. 

“Hanoi  once  again  has  taken  a 
negative  view  toward  peace,”  Rusk 
told  a news  conference  at  the  State 
Department,  which  earlier  had  pub- 
lished its  formal  acceptance  of 
U.N.  Secretary  General  U Thant’s 
plan  for  moving  the  Vietnam  war 
to  the  ccMiference  table.  !

Texas  Students 
Demonstrate  On 
Behalf  Of  Prof.

HOUSTON  (UPI)-A  group  of 
Texas  Southern  University  students 
conducted  a “lie-in”  on  the  school’s 
busiest  street  Tuesday,  but  the ! 
demonstration  broke  up  peacefully  i 
when  a bus  carrying  prisoners  to  i 
the  city  jail  blundered  into  itsj 
midst.  I 

The  demonstration  began  with 
about  75  persons  listening  to  | 
speeches  protesting  the  termina- 
tion of  an  instructor  who  had  been 
active  in  civil  rights  at  the  col- 
lege of  6,000  students.  ' 

The  protest  grew,  and  for  a while 
about  300  persons  barricaded  the 
doors  of  every  classroom  building 
on  the  campus.  Dean  of  Students 
Dr.  James  B.  Jones  succeeded  in 
having  the  students  remove  their 
barricades,  but  the  demonstration 
moved  on  to  Wheeler  St.,  which 
runs  throught  the  middle  of  the 
campus. 

An  estimated  700  students  and 
off-campus  organizers  milled 
around  the  four-lane  street,  and 
some  lay  down  on  the  concrete. 

Houston  police,  although  mobil-| 
ized  for  any  possible  violence,  did 
not  send  one  uniformed  officer  (xito 
the  campus.  Traffic  was  re-routed 
around  the  body  of  students. 

The  protest  apparently  grew  j 
from  the  decision  (rf  school  offi- 
cials not  to  renew  the  contract  ofj 
Mack  Jones,  an  instructor  who  | 
was  faculty  adviser  to  a group 
called  “friends  of  SNCC  (The  stu- 
dent rKxi-vioIent  coordinating  com- 
mittee).” 

The  Rev.  E.  D.  Kiricpatrick, 
whose  speeches  started  the  pro- 
test during  the  morning,  said  he 
was  happy  to  see  the  students  take 
such  an  interest  in  the  activities  on 
their  campus. 

He  said  he  enjoyed  “seeing  them 
awake,  out  of  their  long  apathy.  I 
love  these  kids.  They  are  in  the 
midst  of  a revoluti(m.” 

“We  would  hope  it  (the  demon- 
strations) would  not  develop  into 
violence.  Basically  we  ^e  a non- 
violent people.  I believe  these  peo- 
ple are  definitely  sincere  today,” 
he  said. 

Although  Houston  police  did  not 
move  onto  the  campus,  a com- 
mand post  was  set  up  by  officers 
under  a large  oak  tree  on  the  ad- 
joining campus  of  the  University 
of  Houstcm.

Both  the  President  and  Thant 
indicated  they  would  not  accept  the 
Hanoi  radio  broadcast  as  Ho  Chi 
Minh’s  final  word  on  Thant’s  irfan, 
which  calls  for  complete  ceasefire 
on  both  sides  followed  by  iwelim- 
inary  talks  leading  to  a reconven- 
ing of  the  1954  Geneva  conference 
on  Indochina. 

RAY  OF  HOPE 

At  a White  House  lunch  honor- 
ing Afghanistan  Prime  Minister 
Mohammed  Hashim  Maiwandwal, 
Johnson  said:  “I  hope  the  Secre- 
tary General  was  right  when  he 
said  that  none  of  the  parties  had 
rejected  it  categorically.” 

Rusk  was  pessimistic.  “'There  is 
nothing  in  the  private  record  that 
throws  any  different  light  on  the 
situation  than  you  now  have  on  the 
public  reccH*d,”  he  said. 

“We  don’t  understand  why  there 
cannot  be  discreet  talks  even  while 
the  shooting  is  going  on,”  Rusk 
said.  And  he  made  clear  the  United 
States  would  not  halt  bcMnbing  of 
North  Vietnam  unless  Hanoi  re- 
ciprocates somehow.  I 

Pope  Hints 
Birth  Control 

VATICAN  CITY  (UPI)  — Pope 
Paul  VI’S  encyclical  “PopuJorum 
Progressio”  let  the  door  wide  open 
for  possible  changes  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church’s  present  ban  on 
all  artificial  birth  control,  observ- 
ers said  Tuesday. 

The  historic  encyclical  on  so- 
cial justice  and  aid  to  developing 
nations  did  not  announce  any 
change  in  Church  doctrine  on  the 
subject.  But  neither  did  it  ex- 
pressly reiterate  its  current  teach- 
ing that  abstinence  and  the  rhythm 
method  are  the  (mly  acceptable 
forms  of  family  planning. 

“The  Holy  Father  is  preparing  to 
discuss  that  subject  in  a separate 
document,”  Msgr.  Poupard  said. 
“The  encyclical  repeats  in  an 
authoritative  way  what  the  (Ecu- 
menical) Council  has  said.” 

The  encyclical’s  reference  to 
birth  control  was  indirect  and  cau- 
tious, noting  that  overpopulation 
“too  frequently”  adds  to  the  prob- 
lem of  hunger  and  that  “from  that 
moment  the  temptation  is  great 
to  check  the  demographic  increase 
by  means  of  radical  measures.” 


“We  cannot  stop  half  the  war 
and  let  the  other  half  go  on  un- 
impeded,” he  said. 

He  said  all  significant  private  ef- 
forts that  held  hope  of  getting  ne- 
gotiations started  were  now  in  the 
open— including  the  exchange  of 
letters  between  President  Johnson 
and  North  Vietnamese  President 
Ho  Chi  Minh,  and  the  Thant  plan.

Star  Gymnast  Bids 
For  National  Crown

Perry  Guinn,  BYU’s  all-star 
gymnastics  specialist,  will  again 
represent  the  Cougars  in  the  NCAA 
championships  at  the  campus  of 
Southern  Illinois  University  in  Car- 
mondale,  111. 

Guinn,  who  took  third  in  the  still 
rings  competition  in  last  year’s 
NCAA  meet,  won  the  right  to  com- 
pete at  Carbondale  by  placing  third 
in  still  ring  competition  in  the 
Mid-West  Regional  Gymnastics 
Meet  held  at  the  Air  Force  Acad- 
emy in  Colorado  Springs,  Colo., 
last  Friday  and  Saturday. 

PREP  CHAMP 

Guinn  began  competing  while  at 
Aurora  (Colo.)  High  School  where 
he  was  a district  and  state  cham- 
pion. In  1963  he  won  his  first  Colo- 
rado Open  Championship  and  re- 
peated that  triumph  the  following 
year. 

In  1965  as  a freshman  at  BYU, 
Perry  was  named  to  the  national 
all-star  west  team  which  competed 
with  a team  of  national  all-stars 
from  the  east. 

Last  year  he  turned  in  one  of  his 
finest  performances  enroute  to  a

third-place  finish  in  the  NCAA 
championships. 

This  year  he  has  taken  fourth 
place  in  both  the  still  rings  and 
parallel  bars  in  the  Western  Ath- 
letic Conference  championships.

This  perform- 
ance by  the  team  and  by  McAdams 
is  the  best  any  BYU  team  or  in- 
dividual has  ever  finished  in  the 
NCAA.” 

McAdams  defeated  Steve  Peters 
of  Bloomsberg  State  (Pa.),  7-2,  in 
the  opening  round  then  lost,  6-1, 
to  Dale  Anderson  of  Michigan  State 
who  went  on  to  win  the  137-lb. 
title.  Michigan  State  also  won  the 
team  championship. 

SCORES  SEVEN 

In  the  consolation  bracket  Mc- 
Adams defeated  Gerald  Vincent  of 
Toledo,  8-3,  and  Rick  Stuyversant 
of  Morehead  State,  7-3,  before  los- 
ing to  Gene  Davis  of  Oklahoma 
State,  8-1.  McAdams  scored  seven 
points  of  the  Cougar’s  total. 

Chuck  Henry  who  won  the  WAC 
123-lb.  title,  but  wrestled  115-lb. 
in  the  nationals,  defeated  Dave 
Eberhart  of  Illinois  State  6-2  in  an 
opting  round  match,  but  lost  to 
Kent  Melchior  of  Lock  Heaven 
State,  12-2.  Eberhart  was  a tourna- 
ment favorite  in  the  115-lb.  division 
and  had  a 23-3  record  for  the  sea- 


B YU  Thinclads  Prep  For  'First' Meet 


Not  a minute  too  soon  for  most 
squad  members,  Brigham  Young 
University’s  track  team  moves 
from  the  training  phase  to  the  “for- 
keeps”  stage  of  the  season  Satur- 
day in  a dual  meet  with  University 
of  California  at  Berkeley. 

Judged  as  strong,  and  maybe 
stronger,  than  last  year’s  team 
which  placed  second  in  the  NCAA 
finals,  the  Cougars  find  themsdves 
in  a position  of  having  a good  sup- 
ply of  talent.  However,  some  of 
the  point-getters  are  still  a year 
away  from  competition. 

We  are  holding  out  some  of  our 
freshmen  perfwmers  so  that  they 
will  be  eligible  for  three  years 
in  the  NCAA  finals,”  explains 
Clarence  Robison.  “As  a result,  we 
will  not  have  the  depth  we  might 
otherwise  have  as  a team.” 

DANIELSON  OUT 

This  means,  for  instance,  that 
Tim  Danielson,  the  BYU  freshman 
who  ran  a sub-four  minute  mile 
as  a high  school  senior  last  year,; 
will  not  be  running  against  the' 
Bears  Saturday.  Several  other 
freshman  stars  will,  however,  be 
competing  with  the  varsity  in  the 
meet  at  Berkeley. 

Robison,  the  dean  of  Rocky 
Mountain  track  coaches,  said  that 
he  will  take  a 28-man  travel  squad 
on  the  trip  to  the  coast.  A travel 
list  won’t  be  announced  until 
Wednesday  or  Thursday,  he  said. 

Without  any  outdoor  meets  to  use 
as  a scale  of  individual  perform- 
ance, the  Cougars  will  have  to  go 
on  the  strength  of  “open”  meets 
which  have  been  held  on  the  rub- 
berized-asphalt track  in  the  stadi- 
um at  Provo.  These  meets,  which 


are  of  the  tune-up  variety,  have 
been  held  inspite  of  cold  weather. 

TOP  MARKS 

Last  Saturday  BYU  held  the 
last  of  its  “open”  meets,  and  some 
excellent  marks  were  recorded  by 
the  Cougar  athletes. 

Tom  Bonin,  for  one,  set  a new 
freshman  record  at  BYU  in  the 
high  hurdles  with  a :13.9  clocking. 
Thus  Bonin,  an  outstanding  pros- 
pect from  Tracy,  Calif.,  became 
only  the  second  BYU  hurdler  in 
the  school’s  history  to  run  that 
event  in  under  14-flat. 

Shot  putter  Ken  Patera,  who  won 
place  points  in  the  NCAA  meet  last 
year,  moved  nearer  his  best  form 
with  a put  or  59’8”. 

REEVES  SPEEDS 

Sprinter  Dave  Reeves,  one  of 
18  returning  lettermen  for  the  Cou- 
gars, led  four  oUier  teammates 


over  the  finish  line  in  the  lOO-yard 
dash.  Reeves  was  clocked  in  :09.5, 
less  than  a stride  ahead  of  fresh- 
man Terry  Tomlinson.  The  three 
other  BYU  sprinters  were  all  clock- 
ed in  ;09.9  or  better. 

Bob  Richards,  the  junior  from 
Bloomfield,  Mich,  who  won  the 
NCAA  3,000-meter  steeplechase  last 
year,  was  first  in  the  mile  and  half- 
mile  Saturday.  Richards  had  a 
so-so  4:18.4  in  the  mile  and  1:54.9 
in  the  half. 

Gathering  from  the  performances 
of  high  jumpers  Dragan  Andjel- 
kovic  and  Ed  Hanks,  the  Cougars 
should  be  ready  for  the  Bears. 
Andjelkovic  cleared  6’8”,  and 
Hanks  had  a best  of  6’6”  Saturday, 
although  short  of  their  best  marks 
by  several  inches.
